The lit- 
tle business men's congress got off 
to a stormy start amid charges 
that Fred Roth, Cleveland, O., shoe

preside over the gathering. 
The charge, made by Charles H 
Schnor, 
Springfdale, Pa., 
metal 
products dealer, precipitated so 
much 
confusion that Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce Draper 
was forced to take over the chair 
and restore order. 
Secretary of Commerce Roper 
presented the greetings of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 
Draper then announced Roth 


had been chosen as temporary 
chairman and a delegate moved 
that he be made permanent chair- 
man. 
Delegates thruout the commerce 
department auditorium rose, de- 
manding the right to speak. None 
could be heard. A conferee shouted 
a demand that Roth tell of his 
business background. 
"I am in the wholesale busi- 
ness," Roth said, "I employ 15 
people." 
"You'll do," shouted some. Oth- 


ers cheered. 
The meeting developed so much 


disorder, however, that it was 
quickly decided to abandon the 
general session in favor of smaller 
gatherings to discuss specific sub- 
jects of interest to the business 
men.The president's 
message was 


read at the opening session of the 
conference which attracted almost 
1,000 small business men from 45 
states. 
Secretary of Commerce^Roper1 


read the greeting. 
Mr. Roosevelt said: "I welcome 
you to Washington. Your meet- 
ing, 
called by the secretary of 
commerce at my request, is in- 
tended to more intimately acquain 
me with the problems ,of smaller 
"\ 
businesses. 
"I anticipate that the sugges- 


tions resulting from your confer- 
ence will be very helpful to me 
' 
I am therefore looking forward to 
conferring with your committee a 
the white house TKursday after- 
noon." 
Asst. Secy. Draper announcet 


he had selected Fred Roth, presi- 
dent of the Whitney-Roth Shoe 
company, Cleveland, as temporary 
chairman of the conference. 


Roper emphasized that the com- 
merce department did not pick the 
personnel of the conference anc 
he assured business men that they 
were meeting in a sympathetic 
atmosphere.

Davis "Was Long Sought as 


Heir to 100 Million 


Dollar Racket. 


PHILADELPHIA. UP). J. Rich- 


ard "Dixie" Davis, long -sought by 
Prosecutor Thomas E. Dewey as a 
leading heir to the late "Dutch" 
Schultz' $100,000,000-a-year policy 
racket in New York City, was ar- 
rested in a west side apartment. 


A special squad of Pennsylvania 


state police and Dewey aides bat- 
tered down a door and seized 
Davis, attorney for Schultz, slain 
gang leader, in Schultz' many 
scrapes with the law. 
Arrested with Davis, now dis- 
barred, were George Weinberg, 
brother 
of- the missing Schultz 
henchman, "Bo" Weinberg, and an 
actress named Hope Dare. She 
wore a black wig. 


Magistrate Nathan Beifel held 
Davis and Weinberg in $300,000 
bail each on charges of being fugi- 
tives from indictments in the New 
York numbers racket 
smashing 
drive. Miss Dare described as "a 
friend of Davis' for a long time" 
was held in $2,500 bail as a sus- 
picious person for hearing with the 
others next Wednesday. 
Indictments for Davis, Wein- 


berg, and ten others were obtained 
July 14 by Dewey, now New York 
county district attorney, when he 
was special rackets prosecutor. 


Davis, 
described 
by 
Dewey's 


staff as the "legal brains" of the 
Schultz mob, had grown a mous- 
tache since his indictment. 


Dewey has described Davis as a 


man from a modest upstate New 
York hamlet who rose to wealth 
and power within the realm of 
crime. He kept three apartments, 
boasted an expensive wardrobe, en- 
gaged an entire floor in a down- 
town skyscraper as offices, and 
was a well known figure in "cafe 
society." 
Within ten years of practice, 


Dewey said, Davis had established 
powerful political connections. It 
was only after creation of Dewey's 
racket-destroying bureau that suc- 
cessors to Schultz and rival lords 
of vice and rackets lost confidence 
in immunity. Even "easy money" 
began to come hard.

braska as skies remained heavily 
overcast. 
Temperatures 
were 
mild. 


While the superstitious are fully 
assured that spring is just around 
the corner and those who have no 
faith in the Groundhog day tradi- 
tion are preparing to face winter 
for some time hence, the weather- 
man remained neutral Wednesday 
and predicted no decided change In 
temperature. 
It will be slightly 
colder in this region, however; with 
a low of 25 expected Thursday 
morning. 


Lincoln's low reading Wednes- 
day morning was 35, following a 
high Tuesday of 44. Much colder 
weather prevailed in central and 
western Nebraska, with readings 
of 14 at Burwell, 16 at Valentine, 
and 18 at North Platte. 
A low of 25 degrees was pre- 


dicted for eastern Nebraska Wed- 
nesday night, with slightly colder 
weather Thursday. 


Moiiture Above Normal. 


Despite talk of a 
midwinter 
drouth prevalent before the snow 
of the past few days, moisture in 
Lincoln during the month of Janu- 
ary was above normal. The total 
was ,87, of which Saturday night's 
snowfall contributed .64, compared 
to a normal for the month of .66. 
The mean temperature in Janu- 
ary was well above normal. 27 de- 
gress compared to a mean of 23.5 
degrees. Only twice during the 
month did the mercury drop below 
zero, that on the last two days. 
The coldest reading was -5 on 
Jan. 31. 


Since November first only 1.19 
inches of precipitation has fallen 
in Lincoln. The last time more than 
an inch fell during one period of 
precipitation was on Oct. 16 and 
17, when almost an inch and a 
half of rain soaked this area. 


"Warm Wave." 


CHICAGO. (JP). A mid winter 
"warm wave" brought spring like 
temperatures to "much of the mid- 
dle west Wednesday after 
two 


days in which readings of zero 
and below wei*e widespread. Fore- 
caster Donnel said temperatures 
generally were above normal in 
all states west of the Appalachian 
mountains. Readings were around 
40 degrees in southern Illinois and 
that in the north central states, 
the mild wave was far less pro- 
nounced, Donnel citing tempera- 
tures Wednesday of 8 to 10 above 
zero in the Dakotas.

jensen is charged with obtaining: 
£916 in money from Kaderli thru 
the Johnson deal. 
Kaderli admitted that he signed 


a contract for certain amounts on 
forms signed by the printed name 
of the Western Union Life Insur- 
ance company. He also admitted 
lhat he knew that he was subscrib- 
.ng for bonds thru 
the 
Western 
Union Insurance company. 
He admitted that he had never 


met Jurgensen before the trans- 
action, that Jurgensen did not sea 
him when the transaction was 
made, and did not meet him until 
considerable 
time 
afterward. 


Kaderli said he knew he was trans- 
ferring his credit in his pass book 
in the building and loan company 
but he contended that he was told 
by Jules Johnson tbat he was to 
=fet government or 
m u n i c i p a l 
bonds. 


Stout also challenged the wit- 
ness to point out in the mass of 
letters put in evidence by Towle 
where Kaderli in a single letter 
had mentioned in writing to Jur- 
gensen or the insurance company 
or anyone else In regard to the 
deal with Jules Johnson on Sept. 
11, 1934 that he was to receive 
government or municipal bonds. 


Kaderli said he did not know 


of a letter in which he had men- 
tioned such bonds.

SMALL BUSINESSES 


NEED CAPITAL LOANS 


There Is Real Heed for Long 


Term or Indeterminate 


Credit.

President Roosevelt Is making a 
determined effort to befriend the 
'small business man," and not the 
least of his efforts is to plan to 
mobilize the nation's banking re- 
sources to make available capital 
credit to relatively small 
busi- 


nesses. 


This subject is not new, but has 


been agitated ever since the de- 
pression of 1929 began. The point 
of view of most 
bankers has 
usually been that anybody who de- 
serves credit can get It. The ad- 
ministration's Inquiries rather tend 
to show that this has not been the 
case. 
The question really turns on 
what kind of credit is needed. For 
obviously theer are But two ways 
that the government can be of 
help in curing a recession, and 
that is by spending or lending. 
Spending, or "pump priming," 
has seemed to run its course. Now, 
the idea of lending is uppermost 
It is the principle back of the 
housing bill, and it is on top of the 
pile of plans Just now for the re- 
habilitation of business and the 
Increasing of the 
national in- 


come. 
Small 
loans are 
of so many 
types that it la very easy for the 
bankers to be right and for the 
business men to be right, too. It 
all depends on what kind of loans 
are meant and what the money is 
to be used for. 


Need Capital Loans. 


Certainly, the ordinary type of 
bank 
accommodation—the 
six 
months' or nine months' credit 
either on good assets or good col- 
lateral—is available in as large a 
quantity aa any sound businesses 
could ever want. But the real 
need, according to 
preliminary 
surveys, 
Is for 
capital 
loans. 


Banks, 
which are 
primarily 
reservoirs of demand deposits, do 
not feel that they should be mak' 
ing capital loans with demand de- 
posits, and they are right about It 
Yet there is need for long term 
or intermediate 
credit—capital 
loans of two to seven years. The 
commercial banks do not make 
that type of loans. As for the in- 
vestment bankers, they dp not 
usually float loans for less than 
$1,000,000. So, in a sense, there 


ll no place where the small busi- 
D«H can float capital loans. 
Not 
only is this true of companies that 
want (100,000 to *1,00<),000. but It 
is even more true of the small 
businesses 
which 
need 
capital 
ranging from JS.OOO to $100,000. 
- It Is easy enough to say that a 
business with a sound position can 
borrow, let us say, $25,000 fiom a 
bank and can get one or two re- 
newals to that the credit extends 
over a couple yeais or so. But the 
borrower knows that, if business 
condition* change suddenly or If 
the bank examiners descend on a 
bank and began to criticize a loan, 
the $25,000 credit begins to be a 
millstone around the neck of the 
borrower. 
What now is proposed is that a 
business, which, for example, is 
earning $25,000 a year, wants to 
borrow $15,000 and can begin to 
amortize it on a five or seven year 
basis at a relatively low Interest 
late, shall have the opportunity to 
do it thru some new credit ma- 
chinery. 


Would Push Capital Flow. 


Both the federal reserve and the 
Reconstruction 
Finance corpora- 
tion have been dealing with the 
small 
loan 
problem heretofore, 


and. while the number of loans 
made Is not large, it Is significant 
that, as soon as these two gov- 
ernment agencies approved certain 
applications, the commercial banks 
made the loans even tho no guar- 
antee or Insurance was involved. 
From this It is reasoned that, if 
the federal government would set 
up an agency to Insure small loans 
and if part of the fee paid by the 
borrower were to be devoted to in- 
surance, just as is the case with 
housing loans, here would be a 
greater flow of capital Into small 
businesses and more .employment 
would be created. 
Certainly, If local banks were to 
Investigate these capital loans and 
recommend them for insurance, 
there would be little chance of un- 
sound loans being made. 
On the 
other hand, the Insurance feature 
would permit three 
or five or 
seven year credit, as the case may 
be, and the insurance fund would 
presumably 
cover the 
possible 
losses. A monthly 
amortization 
plan for these loans, something 
like the 
housing 
loans, 
would 
necessarily be Involved.

Burke asserted Wednesday that a 
supreme court decision this week 
in a national labor relations board 
case made an investigation of the 
board's activities "more imperative 
than ever." 
The court held that 


federal district courts have no 
right to prevent board hearings 
by injunctions^ 
Burke said he 


would renew his request for an 
inquiry at hearings which will be 
resumed Thursday by a senate 
judiciary subcommittee. Chairman 
J. Warren Madden of the labor 
board has been called to reply -to 
charges by Burke that the boarc 
is biased in its decisions. Senator 
Logan (d., Ky.), member of the 
subcommittee, said he believed the 
supreme, court decision upheld the 
contention that the board was an 
investigatory agency and not a 
judicial body. For that reason he 
argued that the judiciary com 
mittee should not order an in 
vestigation, but that the labor 
committee should determine if any 
action were to be taken.

He alleges that for ap- 
proximately one year the city has 
recognized his disability by pay- 
ment of salary in full. He asks for 
pension of S65 per month, one- 
half salary received at time of in- 
jury, to date from Feb. 9, 1938. 


In his notice of request for com- 


pensation he states that after Feb. 
9. 1938. the city nas failed and re- 
fused to make further payments. 
Deputy City Attorney Miles said 
that he assumed the Feb. 9th date 
is fixed by applicant since that 
will come exactly one year from 
date of injury. The pension act re- 
quires full salary for 12 months 
for permanent injuries sustained 
in line of duty. 


But for the element of perma- 


nent injury, Kitchen would not be 
entitled to pension on retirement 
until July of this year. Mr. Miles 
stated that the city is contesting 
the right of a fireman to collect 
both pension and compensation. A 
suit to 
determine 
this point is 


pending on appeal before the su- 
preme court. "Until the court tells 
us we must pay both we certainly 
shall refuse to 'do so." said Miles.

Whatever our state gov* 
ernrtent costs, the people of Ne* 
brisk* wflj pay. [ favor, a* I have 
In the past, « continuation of our 
'pay-aa-youigo* policy. Our state 
policy «o far has been to distribute 
th« burden in the form of nroT>e»ly 
taxes, supplemented by ii.* -^ance 
taxes, a sales tax on gasoline, vari- 
ous excise taxes and fees for gov- 
ernmental services. There li a 
limit to the amount of taxes which 
property can bear without result- 
ing in confiscation. The burden of 
state taxes Is a minor element in

If 
elected governor I shall demand 
equally efficient service from gov- 
ernmental agencies whether sup- 
ported by proceeds of taxes or by 
fees. Political activity in the form 
of traveling under pretense of gov- 
ernmental 
activity financed by 


fees should stop. If political sup- 
port cannot be obtained by work 
well done It Is not deserved. Free 
passes were long since condemned 
Free transportation for political 
purposes is no less to be con- 
demned because paid by fees than 
if paid by taxes. Matters which 
fall within 
the 
proper 
scope of 
state government should be de- 
termined by our own people. Co- 
operation is one thing. Taking or- 
ders is another, whether the pen- 
alty for refusing to obey is the 
imposition of a 
penalty or the 


withholding of a benefit, in many 
fields co-operation between states 
is desirable and in many fields co- 
operation between the states and 
the federal government is bene- 
ficial. But the right to decide must 
remain our right when responsibil- 
ity rests on us. I am opposed to 
all encroachments on that right."

Kaderli was to fet. 


He said Johnson explained that 


at the bottom of the form was the 
application and when Kaderli said 
he was to have government or mu- 
nicipal bonds Johnson replied, Ka- 
derli testified: 
"Oh these are just old forms of 


the Itfe Insurance company and I 
only have two left." 


Kaderli Mid Johnson told him 


it did not make any dlffeicnce 
on these applications and that Ka- 


derli would get * chance* to pass 
on the bonds. 


Stqut asked Kaderli if he meant 
to say that he signed the appllca 
tion form merely because a man 
he had never met before told him 
it didn't mean what it said but 
something else. Kaderli said he 
did.

Letters were introduced where 
Kaderli had

Jurgensen for $1,026.02 for a set- 
tlement adding interest at 6 per- 
cent to the 
amount 
of 5916.17. 


which Kaderli claimed was the 
book value of the building and loan 
stock Jules Johnson got. Other 
letters covered an attempted set- 
tlement thru Pat Heaton at Sid- 
ney which failed. Heaton Is county 
attorney there.-Kaderli. in anothet 
letter, said he would ask 51,200 to 
pay attorney fees and for interest 
and 
expenses 
if

settlement 
wasn't made and he had to take 
steps outside to recover.

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Eye Check-up 


For Child Is 


• Advised 


Periodic Examination 


Urged as Protection 
Against 
Disorders

NO ONE questions the impor- 


tance of normal, healthy eyes, but, 
unfortunately, not all of us possess 
them. Many children are born with 
defective vision Unless the defect 
is corrected during early childhood, 
it will be carried through life and 
probably grow worse with the 
years. 
The child should be given expert 


attention if there is any suspicion 
of eye weakness or deformity. Too 
many mothers assume that their 
disabilities are temporary and will 
be outgrown in time. In reality, 
the weakness is likely to become 
more marked. 
As a rule, the first indication 


that something is wrong with the 
eyes is found in the child's difficul- 
ty in reading or studying a picture. 
Tf a child holds objects close to the 
eyes, or he screws up his face when 
looking at a picture-book, you must 
suspect poor vision. 


Some children have defective 


eyes but give no outward signs of 
the strain 
Though they may be 


able to see well, they may do so at 
the expense of serious strain on the 
eye muscles 


One In 12 Defective 


No doubt you will be amazed to 
learn that about one-eighth of all 
school children have defective eyes 
In other words, one child out of 
every 12 needs some form of eye 
treatment or glasses 


A child may be the victim of 
nearsightedness, 
farsightedness, 


cross-eye or some other visual de- 
fect 
Such a child is likely to be 


backward in school work. The 
youngster may be cross and easily 
irritated 
He may have headache 


and be sick at his stomach. 
It is amazing to observe the im- 
provement in the general well being 
after glasses are prescribed. The 
physical health is improved. There 
is marked improvement in the 
school work. 


I am often asked about cross- 


eye. 
In many cases this condition 


can be corrected by glasses. 
In 
others a simple operation on the 
muscles of the eye is necessary. 


This operation corrects the eye 
balance and returns the wandering 
eye to the proper position. The de- 
fect should be attended to before 
the child is six years old. Indeed, 
the earlier this attention is ob- 
tained the better the prospect of 
complete success.

A wild life trag- 
edy which has kilted scores of 
deer within a week sped relief ex- 
peditions to Colorado ranges to 
combat an epidemic eye disease. 


John 
Hart, 
chief state game 


warden, said the disease, com- 
monly called "pink eye," blinds its 
victims. Helpless and unable to 
find food or water, the deer die 
of starvation or are 
killed by 


beasts of prey. Some have walked 
blindly to death over precipices. 


All available game and fish de- 
partment employes deployed in the 
state's mountain and forest ranges 
to slaughter sick animals and burn 
the carcasses to prevent spread of 
the inflammatory disease. 


"Domestic 
animals 
such 
as 
horses, cattle and sheep have been 
attacked by the disease in recent 
weeks," Hart said. "We had hoped 
it would not strike the deer herds 
as it is obviously impossible to 
handle deer and treat them as a 
domestic cow can be treated." 


Eagles Attack Fawns. 


Eagles have become a new en- 
emy of young deer this winter, 
Hart asserted. He explained that 
poison campaigns against grass- 
hoppers created a scarcity of rab- 
bits and other small animals on 
which eagles usually prey. 
Driven by hunger, the big birds 
attack and kill fawns and year- 
lings, Hart said.
